A  TOUGH  YEAR  FOR 
FOOTBALL 


Hoping  to  end  a  long  losing  streak,  the  "66"  Bulldogs 
took  on  a  strong  Georgia  team  in  the  season  opener. 
Georgia,  however,  had  different  ideas,  and  they  sent 
State  home  on  the  short  end  of  a  20-17  score.  The 
game  was  a  heartstopper  from  the  start,  and  the  bitter 
taste  of  defeat  was  lessened  later  on  when  it  became 
apparent  that  Georgia  had  taken  an  undisputed  SRC 
championship  away  from  Alabama. 


The  following  week,  the  Bulldogs  challenged  the 
Gators  of  Florida.  Even  though  the  7-7  half-time  score 
contradicted  all  pre-game  predictions,  it  was  question- 
able as  to  how  long  State  could  hold  out  against  the 
highly  touted  offense  of  Spurrier  and  Company.  In  the 
end,  it  was  Florida's  passing  power  along  with  several 
bad  breaks  for  the  Bulldogs  that  proved  to  be  State's 
undoing  by  a  score  of  28-7. 
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TRULY  -  A  HARD  LUCK  TEAM 


After  two  disappointing  weeks  on  the  road,  Coach  Paul 
Davis  brought  his  team  home  to  Starkville  to  face  an  eager 
but  badly  outclassed  team  from  Richmond.  Anxious  to 
make  up  for  the  losses  to  Georgia  and  Florida,  the  Bull- 
dogs came  on  with  a  vengeance  and  buried  the  hapless 
Spiders  under  a  20  point  deluge.  A  superb  defense,  led 
by  all-SEC  choice  D.  D.  Lewis,  held  the  Spiders  virtually 
immobile  on  the  group  and  in  the  air.  A  particularly 
bright  spot  of  the  game  was  the  emergence  of  Andy 
Rhoades  as  the  leading  ground  gainer  in  the  SF.C.  Also 
memorable  was  the  fact  that  this  victory  ended  an  8  game 
losing  streak. 
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High  spirits  and  sore  arms  from  ringing 
cowbells  prevailed  into  the  following  week 
as  State  attempted  to  even  up  their  record 
with  a  victory  over  Southern  in  the  homecoming 
tilt.  On  the  first  play  of  the  game,  Marcus 
Rhoden  displayed  the  form  that  gave  him  the 
SEC  lead  in  kickoff  returns  as  he  took  the  open- 
ing kickoff  and  raced  95  yards  to  score  State's 
first  and  only  touchdown  of  the  afternoon.  The 
Bulldogs  finally  overcame  a  stubborn  Southern 
team  to  win  by  a  score  of  10-9,  a  missed  extra 
point  by  Southern  providing  the  margin  for 
victory. 
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STATE  WINS  BOTH 
HOME  GAMES 
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With  a  short  but  successful  home  stand 
behind  them,  the  Bulldogs  again  took  to  the 
road,  this  time  journeying  to  Houston  to 
face  the  Cougars  in  the  Astrodome.  At  the 
start,  it  looked  as  if  State  might  be  able 
to  repeat  the  36-0  trouncing  that  they  gave 
Houston  last  year.  However,  a  staunch 
Houston  defense  and  a  more  than  adequate 
offense  turned  the  tables  on  the  Bulldogs 
28-0.  "Could  this  be  the  same  team  that  we 
played  last  year?"  The  loss  was  bad  enough, 
but  the  fact  that  Andy  Rhoades  was  serious- 
ly injured  and  lost  for  the  season  added  to 
the  disappointment. 

A  desire  to  get  back  on  the  winning 
track  was  first  in  the  Bulldogs'  mind  as 
they  took  on  Florida  State  in  Tallahassee. 
The  state  of  Florida  was  not  particularly 
hospitable  to  the  Bulldogs  this  year,  as 
was  witnessed  by  the  10-0  defeat  that  the 
Seminoles  handed  to  State. 

Alabama,  riding  high  on  a  long  unbeaten 
streak,  was  State's  next  target,  and  many 
felt  that  the  Bulldogs  were  ready  to  pull 
off  the  biggest  upset  of  the  year.  Tradition 
holds  that  State  is  always  a  potential  spoiler 
for    'Bama,    and    the    Bulldogs    appeared 
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ready  to  live  up  to  their  reputation,  giving  the  Tide  a 
scare  for  most  of  the  game.  But  Alabama  again  dis- 
played its  uncanny  talent  for  forcing  opponents  into 
costly  mistakes.  It  was  those  mistakes  which  finally 
allowed  Bear's  Boys  to  come  up  with  a  27-14  win. 

They  say  that  there  is  no  rest  for  the  weary,  and 
that  was  the  case  as  State  met  Auburn  in  Jackson. 
The  cry  "War  Eagle"  was  no  match  for  hundreds 
of  cowbells,  and  the  Plainsmen  found  themselves 
locked  in  a  fierce  duel  with  a  team  of  determined 
Bulldogs.  The  final  score  of  13-0  belied  the  closeness 
of  the  game,  but  Auburn  nevertheless,  handed  State 
its  sixth  straight  loss. 

Baton  Rouge  was  the  sight  of  State's  next  game,  a 


televised  affair  which  pitted  the  Bulldogs  against  the 
Bengals  of  LSU.  After  conceding  two  early  touch- 
downs, the  team  settled  down  to  score  one  itself  and 
keep  the  score  to  a  respectable  17-7;  and  this  was 
number  seven. 

With  only  one  game  remaining,  and  that  against 
arch-rival  Ole  Miss,  the  Bulldogs  took  a  week  off  for 
a  well  deserved  rest.  That  final  game,  however,  showed 
what  a  heavy  toll  the  tough  season  had  taken  on  the 
team.  The  Rebs  had  no  trouble  in  manhandling  our 
defense  while  rolling  up  a  24-0  score.  The  offensive 
units  of  the  Bulldogs  were  equally  contained  and 
State  never  passed  the  Ole  Miss  49  yard  line. 


All  in  all,  and  all  things  considered,  it  was  a  pretty 
disappointing  year  as  far  as  football  was  concerned. 
But  we  gave  our  best,  and,  like  all  seasons,  this  one  left 
us  a  little  bit  wiser  and  with  a  little  bit  more  valuable 
experience.  Everyone  would  have  •  liked  to  have  seen 
a  better  record  than  the  2-8  we  finished  with;  but, 
taking  what  this  season  has  taught  us,  we  can  look 
forward  to  better  things  next  year  and  in  years  to 
come. 
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THE  VICTORIES  OUTNUMBERED 

THE  DEFEATS 


The  Bulldog  cagers'  1966-67  season  got  of  to  a  fly- 
ing start  as  the  team  rode  roughshod  over  their  first 
nine  opponents.  From  all  indications,  it  looked  as  if  the 
SEC  title  might  once  again  make  its  home  in  Starkville. 
A  truly  talented  group  of  seniors  led  what  appeared  to 
be  the  finest  team  the  State  has  fielded  in  a  long  while. 

It  was  not  until  State  met  Florida  that  the  Rulldogs 
tasted  defeat.  The  loss  was  only  a  temporary  setback, 
as  the  team  went  on  to  win  their  next  three  games  and 
compile  a  12-1  record  through  the  first  month  of  the 
season  An  appearance  in  the  top  national  ratings  ap- 
peared to  be  within  the  Rulldogs  reach  as  they  started 


on  what  proved  to  be  a  disastrous  road  trip.  It  was 
hard  going  for  State  as  they  lost  five  games  in  a  row  to 
Alabama,  Vanderbilt,  Tennessee,  Ole  Miss,  and  Mem- 
phis State  before  they  could  get  back  on  the  winning 
track  with  a  great  win  over  Kentucky's  surging  Wild- 
cats at  Lexington. 

Showing  great  determination,  the  Bulldogs  fought 
back  to  regain  their  old  form  and,  as  this  book  goes 
to  press,  they  have  compiled  a  very  respectable  14-8 
record  with  four  games  left  against  Florida,  Vanderbilt, 
Ole  Miss,  and  Tennessee. 
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State  Wins  First  Southern 
Mississippi  Tournament 


A  high  spot  for  the  Bulldogs,  was  their  winning  of  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  First  Annual  Southern  Mississippi  Invitational 
Tournament. 

In  his  second  year  as  coach,  Joe  Dan  Gold  produced  a  re- 
markably well  balanced  team  which,  given  a  few  reversals 
of  fate,  could  have  been  the  team  on  top  in  the  SEC.  Led  by 
graduating  seniors  John  Sapen,  Herb  Biggs,  Charlie  Crews, 
Gary  Washington,  Tom  Payne,  and  Buddy  Walden,  the  Bull- 
dogs presented  an  offense  and  defense  which  were  worthy  of 
the  respect  of  each  opponent  they  faced.  The  fact  that  David 
Williams  will  be  returning  will  also  aid  the  Bulldogs  chances 
in  1967-8.  David  was  State's  high  scorer  for  the  year,  the  only 
Bulldog  to  place  in  the  SEC  scoring  race. 
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BASEBALL  TOPS  SEC  AGAIN 


By  virtue  of  a  great  team  effort, 
State's  baseball  team  was  again  able 
to  put  down  all  opposition  and  come 
away  with  the  SEC  championship.  It 
was  a  long,  hard  fight,  but  victory  is 
always  sweeter  the  second  time  around. 

Before  earning  the  right  to  face 
Tennessee  in  the  play-off  series,  the 
Bulldogs  had  to  overcome  some  stiff 
competition  in  their  own  division.  The 
race  was  not  decided  until  a  final 
crucial  series  with  Ole  Miss.  State  hand- 
ily defeated  their  cross-state  rivals 
and  clinched  the  division  title. 

The  3  game  playoff  series  began  in 
Knoxville  and  ended  up  in  Columbus. 
After  defeating  the  Vols  in  Knoxville, 
State  returned  home  to  win  again  and 
walk  away  with  the  series  and  the 
championship  in  two  straight  games. 

Still  jubilant  over  their  resounding 
victories  over  Tennessee,  the  Bulldogs 
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prepared  to  face  an  even  sterner  test  in  the  NCAA 
collegiate  championships.  Going  against  tougher  op- 
position than  they  had  faced  in  their  own  conference, 
the  Bulldogs  were  defeated  in  a  double  elimination  and 
failed  to  advance  to  the  finals  rounds. 

The  Bulldogs  have  been  invited  to  play  in  an  invita- 
tional tournament  in  the  spring  of  1967.  If  their  past 
performance  is  any  indication  of  what  the  future  holds 
in  store  for  them,  they  should  have  a  good  chance  to 
add  another  star  to  their  record. 

The  success  of  the  season  was  not  due  to  any  one 
individual.  It  was  a  team  effort  all  the  way,  and  none 
of  the  players  will  say  that  it  could  have  been  otherwise. 
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Although  not  as  potent  as  some  teams  have  been 
in  the  past,  the  State  track  team,  led  by  miler  Don 
Hunt,  turned  in  a  fair  season.  The  cindermen  fought 
to  a  fourth  place  finish  in  the  SEC  race  against  some 
extremely  tough  opposition.  The  squad  looks  forward 
to  the  coming  season  which  will  be  highlighted  by 
Hunt's  assault  on  the  sub-four  minute  mile.  If  Hunt 
should  make  it,  it  will  be  the  first  time  in  SEC  history 
that   the  magic   barrier   has   been   surpassed. 
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TENNIS:  A  DIXIE  POWERHOUSE 


Winning  is  getting  to  be  a  habit  with  the  Bulldog 
tennis  team,  and  this  year  was  no  exception.  Under  the 
fine  tutelage  of  Coach  Sawyer,  the  State  netmen  placed 
a  fine  second  in  the  SEC.  The  powerful  and  well 
balanced  team  also  went  on  to  finish  third  in  the  NCAA 
championships. 

The  Bulldogs  had  no  trouble  in  wading  through 
the  majority  of  their  SF.C  competition,  and  one  reason 
for  this  was  the  faultless  play  of  Bob  Brien  who  cap- 
tured the  singles  title.  Brien  was  named  to  the  ail- 
American  team  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

With  an  able  group  of  players  ready  for  next  year, 
it  appears  as  if  the  Bulldogs  will  be  in  fine  shape 
to  continue  their  winning  ways  on  the  courts  of  the 
SEC.

The  YMCA  is  a  membership  organization  through  which  students  gain  religious  and  intellectual  growth.  A 
number  of  forums  were  sponsored  by  the  YMCA  this  year  ranging  from  academic  freedom  to  politics  and 
theology.
